The Murderer — Scoville’s Concluding 
1 Remarks. 
Wasumdrox, January 20. 

Scoville resumed his argument this 
morniog, Guiteau brought into court 
with him a roll of manuscript, said to 
be an elaborate preface to his speech, 
which already has been published. 
His counsel seem to think this morn- 
iog that Judge Cox will allow him, 
under certain conditions and restric- 
tions, to address the jury when Sco- 
ville has concluded. 

Scoville cailed attention to the tes- 
timony of Dr. Hamilton, one of the 
Government conspirators, as he called 
him. He read from his testimony, 
and said that from the very start Dr. 
Hamiltonſhad perverted his testimony, 
and studiously made use of the strong- 
est adjectives, showing his intensity of 
feeling, as though every effort on his 
part was designed to secure beyond a 
preadventure, the conviction of the 
prisoner. 

In short, his feelings led him to 
transcend the bounds of truth, and 
these expressions are used by him, as 
it appears to me, for the express pur- 
pose of manufacturing feeling in your 
minds against the prisoner. 

Scoville produced a diagram show 
ing the section of the prisoner's head. 

„That's not in evidence,” said Cork- 
hill. 

“Tt is,” replied Scoville, “ an exact 
fac simile of the diagram you put in.“ 
Reaching it across the table to the 
District Attorney, he said, “ You can 
take it and see that it is so.” 

Corkhill (shaking his head con- 
temptuously)—Impose it on the jury 
if you wish, but don’t put it on me. 

Scoville (earnestly)—I will take a 
rule and make measurements right 
here before the jury. 

Corkhill—Oh, don’t; your speech 
is bad enough, and your testimony 
will be worse. 

Scoville (half apologetically)— Well, 
Colonel Corkhill, Iam doing the best 
I can, snd Lam honestly endeavoring. 
to get the truth before the jury. 

Scoville continued with frequent in- 
terruptions on the part of the District 
Attorney. 

Taking up the diagram of Guiteau's 
head offered in evidence by Dr. Ham- 
ilton, Scoville said: “I propose to 
show you that Dr. Kemster lied when 
be told you this diagram was a correct 
representation of Guiteau's head. He 
attempted to convince you that Gui- 
teau had an unusual symmetrical head, 
and I propose to show you his evi-

Scoville said he must protest against 
Corkhill's continually volunteering 
his own testimony, as he did yesterday 
when he wanted to casta slur upop 
witness Moss. I have seen the record 
this morning, sud have learned the 
reason for the District Attorney's 
turning against that witness. 

It seems Mess had to sue Corkhbill 

in the Magistrate's Court for a three- 
dollar wash bill, which the District 
Attorney owed to Moss’ wife, and the 
record says the District Attorney paid 
it and one dollar and twenty cents. 
, Guiteau, cxultingly—If they should 
attempt to sue Corkhill for all the 
debts he owes, it woald take up the 
time of all the Courts to attend to the 
business. 

Scoville—I very much dislike to 
bring out such things in a court room’ 
bat when the District Attorney per- 
sists in his mean little personalities, 
he compels me to retaliate.

quently heard it said that the jury sys- 
tem ought to be abolished, because 
juries make mistakes; because they 
are influenced by the eloquence of the 
advocates of x cause; because they 
are influenced, not by justice, not by 
evidence, but by the last address. 
But, gentlemen, I thank God that 
there was a time when my English 
ancestors steod up against wrong and 
injustice, and wrested from the despot 
the right of trial by jury, and I have 
never yet seen the time when I would 
wish to see the right abolished. 
I feel more secure and more safe in 
this mode of administering justice 
than in any other, so long as juries 
are honest. It does not require that 
you should have read Kent or Black- 
stone, but it requires that yeu should 
have honest hearfs and clear heads, 
and, above all, that you should be 
fearless to find for the right regardless 
of what may come, regardless of 
whether your fellowmen may approve 
or not. This is what I shall expect of 
you, gentlemen, and 1 believe you will 
do it. I leave it with you, gentlemen, 
thanking you for your kind attention. 

Corkhill stated that on behalt o 
the prosecution he would withdraw all 
objections to Guitean addressing the 
jury. That this trial had been long 
and expensive aud he did not desire to 
give any opportunity fur an objection 
upon which to form a demand fora 
new trial, 

Reed with some vehemence main- 
tained that the District Attorney had 
no right to attempt to influence the 
jury by such imputation as he had 
said, 

Guiteau—I appreciate this unex- 
pected courtesy of Corkhill, and 1 
don’t wholly agree with Reed, your 
Honor. 

Judge Cox stated that he had de- 
cided to allow the prisoner to speak. 

Davidge, who had just come io, in- 
quired: Is the prisoner to speak, your 
Honor. If so, I would like to inquire 
how much time he will occupy? 
~ GQuiteau—I shall deliver to the jury 
my speech, which bas been published 
in all the newspapers. I shall want 
about two hours, your Honor. I 
speak rapidly. 

The Court will. adjourn at noon to- 
morrow until Monday, owing to Por- 
ter's ill-health. 


The Spuyten-Duyvil Accident — The 
Foundation Was Rum. 
New York, January 19. 

In the testimony before the Coron- 
er's jury in the Spuyten-Duyvil disas- 
ter case, George T. Hanford, conductor 
of car No.6 of the Chicago express, 
testified that it was his impression 
that the stopping of the train was 
caused by some person not connected 
with it, who applied the air-brakes. 
This could easily be done, as there 
wae a cord running through the seve- 
ral cars which composed the train, 
which was connected with a valve and 
was placed there as a precaution 
against accident. On beiog asked 
why he thought the train was stopped 
by some of the passengers, he said he 
surmised that such was the case, “for,” 
said he, there was a party on the 
train that were singing, smashing hats 
and conducting themselves in a very 
disagreeable manver. They were pass- 
ing around bottles of whisky, and the 
foundation of that accident was rum.” 
He had not sufficient help to stop 
such proceedings. Among the passen- 
gers were any number of ex-Coroners, 
Senators, Assemblymen and Alder- 
men, and lie could not deprive them 
of their bottles. This was an every- 
day occurrence, but more especially so 
on Friday. 


Confederate Bonds. : 

New Tonk. January 20. 
Judah P. Benjamin explodes a story 
that a large sum of money belonging 
to the Southern Confederacy is some- 
where concealed in Kurope waiting to 
be claimed by holders of Confederate 
bonds. He writes from London that 
he does not believe one penny is to be 
found anywhere in Europe of the 
assets of the defunct Confederacy. Mr. 
Benjamin's statement will strengthen

The prosecution would probably 
prefer to cede almost anything at this 
stage of the case rather than run any 
risk of a new trial; which the Court 
in banc might perhaps sen fit to grant 
cn this ground alone if Guiteau were 
refused a hearing. 


A Marderer's Letter. 
New York, January 20. 

The Sun publishes the following re- 
markable letter from a murderer con- 
fined in the Tombs: 

Mvurperens’ Row, January 19. 

“To Editor Sun — Sir: The 10th 
of February is drawing near, and if I 
do not get respite or a stay of pro- 
ceedings, I will certainly be hanged 
on that day. The Sun ought not to 
tell its readers that I have abandoned 
all hope ofa new trial or commutation 
of sentence, for I never desired, and 
therefore never hoped, for either one 
or the other. My cell is nearer to the 
door leading to the jail-yard, where 
the gallows will be erevted, than any 
other cell in the Tombs. 

The Sun is also wrong in stating 
that ‘the prospective length of my 
march to death gave me some uncasi- 
ness, also a fear that owing to the stay 
of proceedings, I qill, like so many 
condemned murderers, nat be strangled 
until a year or two hence, thus suffer- 
ing the double punishment of long 
imprisonment and hanging.” 

“It seems that a great many per- 
sons would de much pleased to see me 
weaken and break down so completely 
that I would have to be carried out to 
the gallows, but I will try to bear my- 
self well under the ordeal and die like 
a nineteenth century infidel. At any 
rate I will die quicker and easier than 
she whom I shot. I feel very, very 
sorry that I killed her—just as 
sorry, in fact, as the Sun feels that 1 
will be hanged. WX. Srvpiam.” 

At the end of his letter was a pen 
sketch of a mab hanging from the gal- 
lows, and connected with it the in- 


scription, ‘‘ Nearer My God to Thee.”
